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FOREWORD 


Counseling involves both content and process. To in- 
clude in this monograph all references involving content was im- 
possible; to exclude them might imply that counseling requires 
only a ready smile and a sympathetic ear. The conflict was re- 
solved by excluding three large areas of content, namely: (1) 
measurement of human characteristics such as aptitude, intelli- 
gence, and personality; (2) occupational literature; (3) litera- 
ture on mental health. The compiler hopes to publish soon a 
bibliography on measurement in personnel work for which much of 
the material has already been collected. The literature on occupa- 
tions is readily accessible through the Occupational Index. Biblio- 
graphies on mental health are available from the National Committee 
for Mental Hygiene and other sources. 


References listed pertain to work with adults. Particular 
attention was given to the inclusion and classification of refer- 
ences on counseling employees, veterans, women, and older workers; 
also to community organization and post war aspects of counseling. 
However, counseling of job seekers, college students, and rehabili- 
tation cases was not ignored. 


Classifications were developed from the materials rather 
than imposed upon them. Duplication of references was avoided; 
items pertaining to more than one subject were classified under the 
heading which seemed most generally appropriate. The user, there- 
fore, may need to consult several sections. For example, the 
person interested in Veteran Counseling will also find much of 
interest under Occupational Counseling and Rehabilitation Counsel- 
ing. Likewise the employee counselor may find pertinent material 
under a number of headings. Where feasible all references to. 
women were grouped together, but many references listed otherwise 
apply to women as well as to men. 


This monograph is part of a bibliography of all phases 
of Personnel Work with adults, which contemplates separate sections 
- on,such subjects as Training, Selection, Employee Relations and 
Classification. The Yale University Department of Psychology has 
generously provided funds for the clerical work involved. The en- 
couragement of Professors Donald G. Marquis and Mark A. May is 
particularly appreciated. Sincere thanks are due the many profes- 
sional associates whose advice has benefited the bibliography im- 
measurably; it is regretted that space does not permit individual 
acknowledgements. Errors of omission or commission are those of 
the compiler who will welcome suggestions for the improvement of 
future monographs.
